SECTION 1. Taz for library and repairs. That Eection ~enty-six 
hundred and forty-four (2644) of chapter three (3), title thirteen (18) of the 
code be and the same is hereby amended by Btriking out the word ,I four" 
in the ninth line thereof and inBerting in lieu thereof the word" five." Also 
by striking out the word I 'five " in the last line of said section and inserting 
in lieu thereof the word I' six." 

SEC. 2. Purchase of books for library-repairs. That said section 
be further amended by adding thereto the following: 

" The board of regents or managing board of the state university 
shall have authority to expend from time to time in the purchase of 
books for the university library not to exceed forty-one thousand and 
nine hundred dollars (*41,900) in the'aggregate, and warrants shall 
be isaued therefor payable when the additional year's tax herein 
authorized is collected. There shall also be paid out of said addi­
tional year's tax t he sum of thirteen thousand and one hundred 
dollars (*18,100) expended in restoring the burned library building 
and repairing and replacing apparatus injured and destroyed, and 
in pruerving the damaged books and property ar;d warrants shall 
be Issued therefor." .

Be it enacted by Ch.e General A38mWly of Ch.e State oj [0tDa: 

SECTION 1. Ex-o:fB.c1o members. That section 2646 of the code of 
Iowa be and the same is hereby amended by inserting between the word 
.. trustees" and the word "but," in the second 111::e of said section, the 
words: .. Of which the governor and superintendent of public instruction 
shall be members, b~ virtue of oftice." . 

SEC. 2. Annual meeting-flseal year. That section 2650 of the 
code of Iowa be and the same is hereby amended by striking out all 
of said section up to and il;I.cluding the word "year," in the fifth line 
of said section, and inserting therein in lieu thereof, the following: "Annual 
meetings of the board of trustees shall be held at the college during the 
month of June of each yea.r; the chairman may call special meetings, when 
found expedient. The 1lscal college year shall begin on the first day of 
July, and end on the thirtieth day of June, of each year." 

SEC. 8. In eft'ect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication in the Iowa 
Sta.te Register and the Des Moines Leader, newspapers published in Des 
Moines, Iowa.
